CONVIVIAL CALEDONIA. 


8<MD.« Cartons Fact* Abont the Inna and 


Hotels of ScotlRud. 


Mr. Robert Kempt has gathered 


together many interesting historical 
items and quaint anecdotes about the 
inns and hotels of Scotland. It must 
he confessed the historical side be- 
gins veiy late, for in oldeii days inns 
were practically unknown over the 
border, travelers being received in 
private houses as guests. 
Conse- 


quently there is no record of such 
ancient hostelries as the Tabard in 
Southwark, the Mermaid in Bread 
street or the Blue Boar in Eastc-heap. 


When Defoe wont to Scotland, he 


had difficulty in finding an inn at 
Aberdeen, aud this in spito of a royal 
edict issued by James I in 1-124, to 
the effect that in all borough towns 
whero there was considerable traffic 
hostelries hhould be established, but 
these institutions did not flourish til! 
very much later. Mr. Kempt gives 
some amusing information as to the 
pains and penalties enacted in the 
fifteenth and seventeenth centuries 
regarding the hours of closing, drunk- 
enness, etc. The inns ot Aberdeen 
are accorded a whole chapter, for 
there is much to say about those of 
tho lust century. They practically 
formed open dubs for the •» its and 
learned men of the hospitable city. 
Over very modest repa&ts und pota- 
tions grand symposia we"e hold Tli6 
philosophers lived low, out thought 
and spoke high 


Dr. Johnson seems to havo appre- 


ciated the Aberdeen inns. He found 
them almost as cougenial as his 
hauutd in Fleet street and certainly 
far better than tlio Scottish houses 
of entertainment. Among other in 
(•cresting items of information, Mr. 
Kempt points out that whisky is a 
comparatively modern boverago, and 
that in olden days claret was almost 
as much drank in ale. The Regent 
Albany is tnpposed to have made 
claret popular. In 1-1SO red Guscony 
wmo sold in Aberdeen at sixpence a 
pint and later on claret and port 
wine could bo hud at eighteen pence 
n bottle. Indeed claret and port in 
those early days could be procured 
cheaper m Scotland than in most 
parts o£ England. 


In the cities anil countryside arc 


many inns with historical interests 
attached to them. Iu the Invercauld 
Arms hotel, Bruemar, is the stone oa 
which the standard of Mar was raised 
in IT-l.'i, the beginning of PrmcuChar- 
lic-'tj \\ilil escapade. Other inns are 
associated with names venerated in 
Scottish hi£ tury and literature'. There 
are many inns in the highlands 
closely connected with Burns, the 
Eltiiek Shepherd, Sir Walter Scott 
and other kindred giants of old. 
Scott mentions) that it used to bo the 
fashion to eat oy&ters in the Covenant 
Close, Edinburgh, and JJr Kempt 
has gathered together many details 
(is to this onco fashionable form of 
indulgence. 


During tho eighteenth century H 


seems that the be.,t society in tht 
Scottish capital, ladio-5 and gentle- 
men, 
used to make parties at one of 


the taverns in Auld Reekie, theio to 
paitako of oysters and porter, end- 
ing up with brandy and rum punch, 
with songs ami dancing. Sumo ( f 
these old Aberdeeniau and Edinburgh 
inns were the ancient houses of noble 
families, great rambling building'., 
with many rooms, some of remarka- 
bly fine proportions 
Even a few of 


tho country inns were former man 
eions of the lairds of tlio soil.—Ca 
tcrer.

It would lie interesting if wa could 


get the statistics o£ voluntary and 
unpaid work. I once in vestigated the 
statistics of a single parish, and that 
a very poor ono. I found over 10\! 
jjt-msuiia \vhu jftive their work fas' 
nothing to tho parish. Iu fact, tticro 
nro thousands and tens of thousands 
on whom tho churches can now 
reckon for voluntary work. This un- 
paid worker is tho nineteenth century 
Franciscan. He (or she) attempts, 
without vo—"-, what tho predecessor 
of the thirteenth century attempted 
witu tho iieip of vuwii—v'l^, organ- 
ized personal service among the hum- 
blest. 


Ho works upon tho lowest and 


most unpromising material that tha 
world can show. They lire lads far 
below the reach of polytechnics. Ho 
attracts them somehow by personal 
magnetism, by force of character, by 
skill in the things that all lads ad- 
miro.
